Such items as 
the operation of spark plugs, 
breaker points, intake and exhaust 
valves, magnetos and engine vi- 
bration can be checked quickly by 
comparing the pattern of wavy 
lines with a set of charts prepared 
by the company.

An additional 11,000 square feet 
of space on two floors above the 
main lobby have been opened to 
public usage.

TOPEKA, Kansas. 
HE Missouri-Kansas border troubles 
T which figured so prominently in the 
history of the Civil War period are be- 
ing renewed today. This time the violence 
is all verbal and political, not physical. In 
the old days the issue was the abolition 
of slavery. Today the issue is the alleged 
domination of Kansas and Kansas politi- 
cians by the Kansas City (Mo.) Star. 
The cast of characters in the latest Mis- 
souri-Kansas feuding reads as follows: 
1. Alf M. Landon, serior statesman of 
the Republican party, Republican presiden- 


tial nominee in 1936, former Governor of |

2. Arthur Capper, oldest member of the 
United States Senate, who has served 30 
years in that body, is seeking another six- 
year term and running for the first time 
against the advice and without the indorse- 
ment of the Kansas City. Star. 

3. Roy A. Roberts, president and general 
manager of the Kansas City Star and prin- 
cipal political adviser to Landon in the 
1936 campaign. Roberts has broken his 
political partnership with Landon and Cap- 
per and is backing Andrew F. Schoeppel, 
wartime Governor of Kansas, for Capper’s 
Senate seat. 

4. Andy Schoeppel, denounced by Alf 
Landon as an “errand boy” for the natural

“Young Bill” White, 
who writes books in New York and edits 
the Gazette in Emporia, no mean feat in 
itself, published a longish editorial in his 
Gazette, reprinted in the Kansas City Star, 
in which he praised Capper as ‘universally 
peloved by Kansas, but proceeded to pic- 
ture Capper as a frail old puppet being 
yanked around by Alf M. Landon. 

“Alf has just one reason for urging 
Arthur Capper to make the race,“ Editor 
White wrote, “and this is that he has 
worked himself up to the point where he 
firmly believes that the heavens will totter 
and the republic will crumble if Gov. An-

Rides Again on the Border. 


These, then, are the modern successors | 
to Senator David Rice Atchison, Senator 
Jim Lane and the border battlers of before, 
during and after the Civil War, including 
the Quantrill raiders and the James broth- 
ers, Jesse and Frank, who frequently 
crossed the border, sometimes. for profit, 
sometimes for revenge. 

In those days Kansas was settled mainly 
along the Missouri border, and was involved 
in the blood-letting between the -Northern 
abolitionists and the Southern slavers. Kan- 
sas historians will tell you the Civil War 
really started in Kansas, from 1854 to 
1860. As of only yesterday, Senator Atchi- 
son of Clay County, Missouri, sir, is re- 
membered as the ringleader of border ruf- 
fians who came over with guns to take 
over the polling places. Opposing the Mis- 
souri ruffians were Jim Lane’s redlegs“ 
(so called because they wore red leggins), 
who crossed into Missouri, burned homes 
and brought back sla.er Jim Lane be- 
came the first United States “enator fr-m 
Kansas after its admission te the Union. 
Senator Atchison got his reward, too—the 
city of Atchison was named for him. 0 

Who will win the ¢urrent border feud is 
anybody’s guess. The Capper champions 
gay their man’s strength has always rested 
with the people, not the politicians, and 
that he will be kept in the Senate as long 
as he lives. Schoeppél’s managers predict 
their man will win over Capper by a 60-40 
margin at the August primary. Both sides 
agree the Republican nomination will be 
equivalent to election in November. The 
Democrats have yet to enter a candidate, 


“All My Life I Opposed 
Domination by Big Business.” 


No sooner had Andy Schoeppel, who is 
53 years old, announced his senatorial can- 
didacy against another former Governor, 
the 82-year-old Capper, than still another 
former Governor, Alf Landon, threw his 
Sunday punch at Andy. 

„Schoeppel's announcement,“ Landon 
commented tartly, is no particular 
news. It was first announced at a 
meeting in Dallas of the Republic Gas 
Company by Robert Foulston, a vice 
president of the company, and now a 
law partner of Schoeppel. Foulston, 
general counsel for the company, an- 
nounced at the meeting that the next 
United States Senator from Kansas 
would be a member of the Republic 
Gas Company's legal staff. 

„All my life I have been opposed to 
the domination of government by big 
business and I certainly don’t want an 
errand boy of the utilities as a United 
States Senator from Kansas. 

“Capper’s voting record suits me. 
When a man’s voting record is right, 

I don't see any reason for kicking him 

out, and certainly not to replace him 

with a utility lawyer.“ 

Schoeppel was silent under this attack, 
but Foulston denied making any such 
statement. He denied also being the com- 
pany’s vice president or general counsel 
and said his only administrative post waa 
that of a director. He admitted his law 
firm, with offices in Kansas City, Mo., han- 
died legal matters for the Republic natural 
gas firm in Kansas, but he asserted Schoep- 
pel “has never appeared for and does not

‘about Capper and correcting 


States Senate.” 

“Young Bill” asks why Alf should 
want to risk the health and fine repu- 
tation of Kansas’s most beloved politi- 
cal figure in a grudge-fight such as 
this, and he answers his own question 
this way: 


Because out here we raise the big- 
gest political grouches in the world. 
The little lovers’ quarrels among our 
statesmen may be bunion-size to start 
with, but under the gentle rains of 
April and the warming sun of May 
they thrive and flourish until by the 
time they are ready for harvest in the 
August primary election, a Kansas 
political grouch is redder than a car- 
buncle and with a central core of 
hatred harder than a railroad spike 
and bigger than a watermelon.” 


Landon declares he is opposing Schoeppel 
because he regards the latter as a tool of 
the utilities rather than a servant of the 
people. He denies that he and Schoeppel 
quarreled over patronage matters or that 
he attempted to be patronage dictator for 
Kansas. : 


“His Hair Was Mussea Up, 
His Nose Slightly Bloodied.”’ 


However, “Young Bill” White asserts 
that the two parted during Schoeppel’s first 
administration over some minor matter of 
patronage, and that Landon has been nurs- 
ing a grudge ever since. White calls upon 
Landon himself to run against Schoeppel 
rather than stand behind the aging Capper. 

“Let him come out from among his tall, 
white columns in Topeka, don his stainless 
steel armor, straddle his three prancing 
radio stations, and take his grouch to the 
voters,” White challenges. 

“Objection will instantly be raised that 
this is impossible because Alf Landon is 
now politically dead, having been appro- 
priately butchered at the recent state con- 
vention.” (Editor’s note: When the Schoep- 
pel-Roberts forces defeated Landon for con- 
trol of the Republican delegation to the 
Philadelphia convention) his hide nailed 
to the barn door and his carcass already 
jointed and packed in the pickling barrel. 

„But this is an exaggeration. True, his 
hair was mussed up, his shirttail pulled out, 
and his nose slightly bloodied. But he is 
hardly in a state to be admired as a tri- 
umph of the embalmer’s art.”’ a 

Senator Capper replied to the editor of 
the Emporia Gazette by addressing him at 
his Manhattan apartment, 160 East 66th 
street, thanking him for the kind words 
„misstate- 
ments” about Landon’s role. 


J did not become a candidate for 
the United States Senate at the behest 
of any one person,” Capper wrote to 
“Dear Bill” and he added that “I have 
never been the representative of any 
special interest.“ 

Let me assure you,“ Capper con- 
cluded, the decision to be a candidate 
this year was mine and mine alone. 
The responsibility of my decision is on 
me solely and on no one else, Now, as 
always, I acknowledge no master but 
the people of Kansas—my home and 
my beloved state.“

der this system members who have served 
longest in the Senate have their choice of 
committees and the chairmanship thereof. 
Capper is chairman of the important Agri- 
cultural Committee.

The shade of ‘‘Young Bill's“ father, the 
late William Allen White, is also partici- 
pating in the Kansas feuding, by proxy. The 
Capper people have dug up and reprinted a 
signed article by the elder White in the 
Kansas City Star in which “the sage of 
Emporia“ listed Capper as one of Kansas’s 


great Senators along with Jim Lane, of 


Lawrence, the brilliant dashing leader of 
the Abolitionist redlegs who out-raided 
the Missouri border ruffians. 

“Arthur Capper is more than a Senator,” 
old Bill White had rhapsodized. He is an 
influence: He is a sort of incarnate insti- 
tutionalized voice of the farm and the small 
town, a quiet, gentle voice, arising from a 
Quaker’s kindly heart, but a brave voice 
that has never been hushed by fear nor 
raised by ambition. In, his way Arthur 
Capper is the peer of any leader this state 
has ever known.” 

That was written in 1942 when both Bill 
White and Roy Roberts were backing Cap- 
per. Now White is dead—and Roberts has 
backed away from Capper in favor of the 
younger Schoeppel. 

Roy Allison Roberts, who had been get-

boss of the kingdom of Kansas, denies he 
is any such thing. In the first place, he 
says, the Kansas district.leaders are very 
independent and don’t take kindly to dicta- 
tion, and Kansas is a tougher state to boss 
than is Missouri. In the second place, 
Roberts says he has his hands full as a 
newspaper executive and with him politics 
can only be a sideline, a hobby. 


Roy Roberts Laughs 
Over Topeka Complaints. 


Roberts’ true role, as he sees it, is that 
of peacemaker, not kingmaker. He is fond 
of Harry Darby, the Republican National 
Committeeman, of Kansas City, Kansas. 
Darby is a good drinking and poker-playing 
companion, and Roberts prefers. his com- 
pany to that of Landon, who is a crack at 
bridge. The Landon forces once tried to 
depose Darby and got nowhere. In reprisal, 
the Darby crowd defeated Landon for con- 
trol of the Kansas delegation to Philadel- 
phia. Some wanted to go so far as to bar 
Landon from Philadelphia and rub his nose 
in the dirt generally, but Peacemaker Rob- 
erts talked them out of it. 

The chubby, pink-cheeked, cigar-chewing 
Roberts insists that Landon, not he, is the 
would-be boss of Kansas, and he thinks 
Landon should be content with the role of 
elder statesmen and should not stoop to 
engage himself in local matters.

Roberts’s severest critic probably is 
James Alan Coogan, of the Great Bend 
Tribune, who editorializes that the 
Kansas City Star “hopes to replace 
Capper with its own candidate, who 
may or may not wind up being Am- 
biguous Andy Schoeppel.

Chairman of House Banking Committee Regarded by Many 
as Leader of Conspiracy to Deny Publicly-Owned Hous- 
ing to Needy --- Blocks Action on Full Taft-Ellender - 
Wagner Bill --- Bakewell of St. Louis Urges Passage.

HE sharp contrast between the thinking of the progressive and old guard 


and Claude I. Bakewell of St. Louis. 
Wolcott, 55-year-old chairian of the 
Banking and Currency Cummittee who has 
served continuously in the House since 
1930, is regarded by many as the leader in 
a conspiracy to deny the country publicly- 
owned housing that private enterprise will 
not touch. He represents a predominantly 
rural district adioinin” Detroit and has 


never had a real election fight since he 


rode into office on an anti-prohibition plat- 
form. 

Bakewell, on the other hand, is a 
forward-looking 35-.ear-old war vet- 
eran serving his first term from a dis- 
trict which sent him to Washington by 
a margin of only 1823 votes. Yet he 
chose to come gut strongly for publicly- 
owned low-rent housing, even though, 
on the basis of letters from his district, 
the majority of his constituents dis- 
approved it. 

Bakewell is said to have remarked after 
urging the House Banking Committee to 
report favorably on the Taft-Ellender-

By this forthright stand Bakewell placed 
himself, with respect to housing at least, in 
the company of such Republicans as Sen- 
ators Charles W. Tobey of New Hampshire

Both Bakewell and 
Wolcot are lawyers, 
but their  back- 
grounds are differ- 
ent, s different as to 
suggest it would be 
more logical for Wol- 
cott to support pub- 
lic housing and Bake- 
well to follow the line 
of the real, estate in- 
tercsts. 

Bakewell was born 
into a prominent and 
well-to-do St. Louis 
family. His uncle, Edward L. Bakewell, is 
a successful real estate dealer who does not 
subscribe to his nephew’s views on public 
housing. Congressman Bakewell has had 
experience in property me nagement. Wol- 
cott on the other hand was the son ef a 
Gardner (Mass.) chair factory foreman and 
did not have as many economic advantages 
as Bakewell. He went to work in his early 
teens shaping chair seats in the furniture 
factory for a wage of 10 cents an hour. 

This early occupation, incidentally, has 


led irreverent people to say Wolcott was 


preparing himself for “‘sitting on bills,” as 
his opponents charge he ar been doing in 
the case of the T.-B.-W. legislation. It was 
so manifest that Wolcott. as chairman of the 
banking committee, woulc hold up consid- 
eration of a housing bill that a petition was 
introduced to force the bill out of the com- 
mittea and on to the floor. The petition 
was unsuccessful. At the deadline, today, 
only 161 Representatives had signed; 218 
were required. 

President Truman’s plea for passage of 
the housing bill, made this week to Demo- 
cratic Congressional leaders, strengthened 
the view that housing may be one of the 
prime issues of the coming presidential 
campaign. The bill is designed to bring 
about construction of 15,000,000 new hous- 
ing units during the next 10 years, includ- 
ing 500,000 public housing units within the 
next five years. Housing, and the blocking 
of housing measures, can be charged with 
political dynamite. 


Lean Very Much 

Against Public Housing.” 

Wolcott is not a publicity seeker, which 
may account for the fact that little has been 
written about him despite the power and 
influence he wields in the House and in the 
private councils of his party. In many ways 
he is to the House what Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio is to the Senate. He is. vice 
chairman under Taft of the Joint Commit- 
tee on the Economic Report. Taft and Wol- 
cott think alike so often that there was 
some surprise when they adopted opposite 
positions on public housing. 

Wolcott, 5 feet 5 inches tall, weighs 
more than 200 pounds and usually appears 
immaculate in dark clothing. His hair is 
graying. He wears rimless spectacles. He 
speaks deliberately, sometimes giving the 
visitor an impression he is reading from a 
blackboard across the room. 

Though professing to have an open mind 
on public housing (he is not on record as 
unequivocally opposed to it) Wolcott told 
the Post-Dispatch in an interview, I lean 
very much against public housing.“ That is 
about as frank a statement as he has made 
on the subject. He added that proponents 
of public housing did not make a case for 
it in hearings before his committee.

So if we do not 
do anything to discourage home construc- 
tion, and if we do these other things which 
are necessary to keep up the momentum of 
home construction, we are well on the way 
to building over a million housing units in 
the United States this year.“ 

This summarizes Wolcott's philosophy 
that production and more production is the 
cure for economic ills, and that what is 
good for business eventually will be good 
for everyone. He operated on the same 
theory when he tried to loosen Office of 
Price Administration controls during the 
war and to scuttle them as soon thereafter 
as possible. The Nationai Association of 
Manufacturers had the same idea. 


Charges Wolcott Filibuster 
To Kill Public Housing Provision. 


It is now more than obvious to every 
housewife that Wolcott and the N. A. M. were 
wrong. Those who oppose Wolcott’s hous- 
ing theories say they will no more be suc- 
cessful than the theory that production 
alone would restore competition and bring 
down prices, 

Walter P. Reuther of Detroit; president 
of the CIO United Auto Workers and chair- 
man of the CIO Housing Committee, has 
charged that Wolcott is conducting a fili- 
buster against the T.-E.-W, bill by “‘string- 
ing out hearings” now in progress before 
his committee. 

“Wolcott is filibustering against the bill 
because of the provision for public housing 
units,“ Reuther said. This provision must 
be kept in the bill. The neediest citizens 
must not be sacrificed for passage of a bill 
trimmed down to meet the specifications of 
the real estate lobby, already decisively de- 
feated in the Senate.” 

Wolcott thinks ‘these charges are unfair. 

“Every one of the proponents appearing 
before the committee asked to come,“ he 
said. “Many said they were not heard in 
the Senate. There were never adequate 
hearings on this bill in the Senate and we 
are giving everyone a chance to be heard.“ 

Wolcott is technically correct in his as- 
sertion there were no exhaustive hearings 
on the T.-E.-W. bill, but virtually all points 
of view are in the record of hearings on the 
predecessor Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill. Most 
persons think there is nothing more to be 
said on the subject and that the purpose 
aud effect of the House Banking Commit- 
tee hearings has been to delzy a committee 
report indefinitely or until it is certain the 
bill will de swamped in the adjournment 
rush. Reuther and others have expressed 
the opinion that should Wolcott permit a 
committee vote the public housing support-

For a New City Charter 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Each of the several studies made in re- 
cent years of the organization of the 
city government of St. Louis has come, 
necessarily, to the same conclusion, 
namely, that the existing organization is 
such as “to limit seriously the possibili- 
ties of securing effective or economical 
administration.” 


Furthermore, the outstanding faults 
and weaknesses, such as too great dis- 
persal of powers and too wide a diffu- 
sion of responsibility, are not of the sort 
that can be eliminated by piecemeal cor- 
rection. 

The present City Charter was adopted 
in 1914. In the intervening years, the 
city has outgrown its fundamental law, 
both politically and economically. The 
State of Missouri, having outgrown its 
old Constitution of 1875, was wise enough 
to adapt itself to the changed conditions 
of modern times, and now has one of 
the most advanced constitutions in the 
United States. 


It would seem both logical and prac- 
ticable for the City of St. Louis to pro- 
ceed in the same direction. The method 
is prescribed in the new Missouri Con- 
stitution, Article VI, Section 32. The 
Board of Aldermen can order an elec- 
tion, by the qualified voters of the city, 
of a board of 13 freeholders, to prepare 
a new or revised charter, which must 
be in harmony with. the Constitution 
and laws of the state. 

It should be emphasized that such ac- 
tion is exploratory only, since no new 
or revised Charter can become effective 
until ratified by popular vote. 

It is to be hoped that the Board of 
Aldermen will soon grasp this oppor- 
tunity to put St. Louis on the road to 
new progress in the governance of the 
city.

Two Valleys, One Problem 

Eight million people in the Missouri Valley 
should study the disaster that is wracking the 
Columbia Valley and consider what it means 
to them. 

What happened in that valley could happen in 
this one, on an even larger scale. All the same 
elements of disaster are present and waiting. 

The most devastating flood in the, history 
of the Pacific Northwest was in large part the 
consequence of planning which wasn’t done be- 
cause the Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau couldn't stop fighting each other long 
enough. It was in another large part due to the 
failure ‘of Congress to take the responsibility 
away from these feuding bureaus and put it in 
the hands of an agency with enough unity of 
purpose to carry it out. 

Because of warfare between the Army Engi- 
neers and the Reclamation Bureau, no storage 
reservoirs have ever been built on the Columbia 
River’s tributaries, whence most of the flood 
waters come. A dam which would control the 


principal tributary, the Snake River, goes unbuilt 


on account of the two bureaus’ conflicting ambi- 
tions to build and operate it. 

Meanwhile the town' of Vanport has been 
wiped out and other communities have been 
imperiled by raging floods which the embattled 
bureaus couldn’t agree on how to control. 

The Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bu- 
reau do not become any closer friends merely 
by virtue of passing over the divide from the 
basin of the Columbia and into the basin of the 
Missouri. The same jealousies and conflicts af- 
fect them here as there. To complete the par- 
allel, they have employed the same device in 
both valleys to affect a semblance of unity 
an inter-agency committee which comprises rep- 
resentatives of a half dozen or so Government 
agencies and which, being powerless to do any- 
thing on its own hook, they dominate. Under 
the dubious management of this committee, the 
present work in the Missouri Valley is being 
carried out according to the Pick-Sloan Plan. 

The rival agencies would like to have the 
public believe the Pick-Sloan Plan represents 
an agreement between them. They point to their 
arrangement for the Army to build and operate 
dams on the main stream and for Reclamation 
to do the same on the tributaries. They point to 
the agreement on the part of each for the other 
to build all the projects it proposes and to put 
them all together in the Pick-Sloan Plan. 

Actually these arrangements have not set- 
tled any fundamental differences, but only de- 
ferred the struggle over them. What is done on 
the main stream and what is done on the tribu- 
taries can no more be separated than the human 
heart can be separated from the arteries. The 
occasions for dispute which this situation offers 
are endless. Still other disputes are incipient be- 
cause the two agencies have agreed to some of 
each other’s projects with their fingers crossed. 
How costly such disputes can be, how much 
they can paralyze decision and action, and what 
people eventually pay the bill, are demonstrated 
in actual performance in the Columbia Valley. 

In the stricken region which is our next-door 
neighbor to the-northwest, demands are being 
made for a Columbia Valley Authority, which 
will correct the errors that have culminated in 
the present tragedy. The demands are going 
out from the Oregon Grange, the Oregon CIO, 
the American Veterans’ Committee. 

The same demands are being made in the 
Missouri Valley for an MVA, and for the same 
excellent reasons. How much longer must dis- 
aster and the threat of disaster plague these two 
great regions of America before a halt is called 
to federal feuding and each is provided a single 
agency which can and will do the whole job?

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The Merry-Go-Round 


If the economic experience of this country for 
the past two years proves anything, it proves the 
impossibility of a general increase in real wages 
when a large share of productive capacity is be- 
ing diverted to exports or military expenditures. 
The records of the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
tell the story. 

In 1946, average weekly earnings in manufac- 
turing industries amounted to $43.74. By Feb- 
ruary 1948, this figure had risen to $51.83. But 
during the same period real wages, in terms of 
1939 dollars, fell from $30.78 to $30.40. Although 
dollar wages rose 19½ per cent, real wages—or 
purchasing power—fell more than 1 per cent. 

Does anyone doubt that the same result would 
follow another round of wage increases at this 
time? The pressure of large exports to friendly 
nations continues, and to this is added the even 
greater pressure of the rearmament program. 


Profits have increased, along with wages, 
since the end of the war. Yet profits, like 
wages, are illusory. The steel industry is making 
more money than at any time since the 208, 
but to install new steel-making capacity costs 
about three times what it cost in 1939. Indus- 
try’s only advantage lies in being better able to 
save part of its income for expenditure when 
costs go down. 

The country badly needs the inflgtion con- 
trols which President Truman has been asking 
for the past six months. But assuming that a 
Republican Congress will not vote the needed 
controts, there would seem to be more danger 


than hope in another round of wage increases. 


They cannot, under present eirtumstances, 
raise the living standard, as they very well could 
do in a period of under-consumption. Actually, 
the process at this time resembles nothing so 
much as a dog chasing its tail. ,

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Vandeaburs to the Rescue 

The United States will be making a great mis- 
take if the cut made in the European aid pro- 
gram by the House of Representatives is not re- 
stored. The reduction means that this country 
is reneging to the tune of a billion dollars on 
the promises made to the Marshall plan na- 
tions only a few weeks ago. In view of other 
recent gyrations in foreign policy, this would be 
enough to undermine European confidence in 
our pro-democratic protestations. For the Krem- 


lin propagandists, it would be a windfall beyond 


anything they had dared to expect. 

- Fortunately for the sake of America’ s inter- 
national reputation, Senator Vandenberg is up 
in arms against the cut. He has asked for per- 
mission to appear before the Appropriations Com- 


mittee, of which he is not a member, to testify _ 


against it. Fortunately, too, he has been given 
the Democratic support of Senator Tom Con- 
nally, the senior minority member of his For- 
eign Relations Committee. So it seems that 
there is a good chance that the common sense 
of the Senate may undo the House's mischief. 
But about this there can be no complacency. 
A stiff bipartisan fight against the cut was waged 
in the House by such men as Dirksen of Illinois, 
Rayburn of Texas and Cannon of Missouri. They 
tried both to prevent the cut and to reduce its 
scope, and they were voted down. in each in- 
stance. There is no blinking the. bitter truth 
that the Tabers are running the show in the 
lower chamber: They are using the purse-power 
of the House to veto foreign policy. Their short- 
sighted, mendacious talk of easing the taxpay- 
er’s burden is getting the votes. They are put- 
ting cheap politics ahead of statesmanship. 
The danger is that their kind of thinking may 
become epidemic. It could end in a mad, wicked, 
helter-skelter retreat from responsibility to nor- 
malcy.” That is why it is so important that the 
House action be reversed by the Senate. The 
nation can be grateful that Senator Vandenberg 
has thrown himself wholeheartedly into this bat- 
tle. It is a fresh indication of the stature he 
has attained. Most earnestly, let us hope his 
valor and that of his associates will carry the day 
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Warning From Gov. Donnelly 


Gov. Donnelly has called attention to one of 
the flaws in the State Government of Missouri. 
This is the constitutional provision which sets up 
the school funds as sacrosant. 

As the Governor pointed out, under this pro- 
vision the executive can exercise no veto re- 
straint over school appropriations, The required 
allotment is one-fourth of general revenue for 
school purposes; regularly the Legislature ear- 
In the last session a supple- 
mental appropriation of $2,500,000 was passed. 

This is not to say that the extra sum is a high 
crime. On the contrary, it is designed to pro- 
vide an increase in pay for Missouri teachers 
which will average only about $100 a year. 

There is good reason to believe, however, that 
many a school district is not extending itself 
even a little to meet these essentially local re- 
sponsibilities. Why should local school boards 
raise the teachers’ salaries if the cost can be un- 
loaded on Jefferson City? 

It is for this reason that a Governor’s hands 
should not be tied when he goes down the ap- 
propriation items, It should be possible for 
him to use his best judgment for the wisest dis- 
tribution of state revenues. 

If this is a sound general proposition, it is 
sound certainly for the most part in the particu- 
lar. It is, for example, an argument against the 
Curry resolution, to be voted on in November. 
The Curry resolution would apply this same bad 
principle. It would fix in the State Constitution 
highly dubious gasoline tax and highway legis- 
lation. It would tie up not an the Governor 
but the entire state. 

Mr. Donnelly did not mention the Curry res- 
olution, but all he said about the school appro- 
priation amounted to a warning against it.

Misgovernment by Seniority 

The Pentagon is alarmed because Dewey 
Short is going to be the next chairman of the 
House Armed Services Committee. His views on 
the draft, U.M.T., and a larger air force are 
just about as far as they can be from the de- 
sires of the military chiefs. Yet because Chair- 
man Walter C. Andrews will not seek re-elec- 
tion to Congress, the gaudy orator from Galena, 
Mo., will take over his gavel automatically, 
Short has been in the House longer than any 
other Republican member of the committee, so 
he gets the chairmanship. That’s the we the 
seniority rule works. 

The only way to find a-silver lining in this 
cloud is by hoping that his conduct—and that 
of others similarly placed—will awaken the Re- 
publicans to the need of getting rid of the 
seniority system. The House already has com- 
mittee chairmen as unsuited for their posts as 
Short will be. There is Leo Allen of the Rules 
Committee, who kept the U.M.T. measure from 
the ‘floor. Also there are Harold Knutson of 
Ways and Means, Jesse Wolcott of Banking and 
Currency, Clare Hoffman of Executive Expendi- 
tures, and John Taber of Appropriations. And 
among others in the Senate there are C. Way- 
land Brooks of Rules, Hugh Butler of Public 


Lands, and Styles Bridges of Appropriations. 


Every congressional reformer has denounced 
the system under which a man gets a chairman- 
ship even if, in the words of Estes Kefauver, 
“because of poor health, he may not be able 
to serve; or because of incompetency or unfit- 
ness, he is not able to handle the duties of the 
position; or he may be completely out of har- 
mony with the desires of the preponderant ma- 
jority of the members, both of his committee 
and of Congress.” 

Knowing how jealously the seniority rule has 
been guarded in both houses, Representative 
Kefauver proposed a compromise. He suggested 
“that the senior majority member be chairman 
unless a majority of the members of the ma- 
jority side, in secret vote, decided otherwise.” 
Courtesy, reciprocity, partisan regularity and the 
fear of reprisal, however, might confirm many 
an incompetent chairman under this plan. It 
would be far better if the seniority system were 
abandoned altogether and each chairman were 
chosen on the basis of his ability and his in- 
terest in his committee’s work. 

Some day Congress will put the nation’s good 
above personal considerations and adopt this 
reform. Perhaps Dewey Short's performance 
will speed that day. .

Why Do the British Dislike Us? 


Werner Knop in the Saturday Evening Post 


The recent news that Britons are work- 
ing harder and that their foreign policy 
has undergone a dramatic anti-Soviet shift 
has been greeted with relief in official 
Washington, 

The unflattering views many Englishmen 


hold of America have for some time ranked. 


among the bigger headaches of the De- 
partment of State. As long as they persi%t, 
Britain’s eventual sfand in a showdown 
with Russia cannot be assessed with ab- 
solute safety. 

Anti-American sen- 
timent has taken 
firm roots since ‘the 
fall of 1945, when it 
first appeared as an 
unexpected bedfellow 
of the $4,000,000,000 
loan and the settle- 
ment of lend-lease. 
With the growth of 
England's economic 
troubles, unfavorable 
views of Americans ' 
steadily increased, In \ Winston Churchill 
the spring of 1947 the Mass Observation 
opinion poll revealed that American popu- 
larity had reached an all-time low. On a 
recent return visit, I found the English 
eager to talk about America, but it was 
usually in the emotional way by which a 
man reveals a deeply felt grievance. 


A Capitalist Whipping Boy 


If Americans are amazed by the way the 
loan has become a stick with which to 
beat them, the average Briton is hopelessly 
bewildered. On the one hand, he hears 
that it was not large enough and that its 
terms were onerous. On the other, he is 
told that Britain could have done without 
the loan and that it was nothing but a 
trick to insure an export market for Ameri- 
ca’s unwanted products. At the same time 
Mr, Churchill and other Conservatives 
angrily claim that the loan has been frit- 
tered away on nonessential purchases. 

To these charges the Socialist Govern- 
ment replies by putting the blame on high 
American prices. This belief fits in with 
the picture of a vicious American capital- 


iam, a notion which Socialist leaders have 


done their best to perpetuate. What Britons 
are not told is that the rise in prices was 
partly due to the inflationary effect of the 
loan. 

Why should the English feel like this 
about the United States? The answer must 
stress two points. The British have 
fought a bitter war only to find them- 
selves without security, for the first time 
in history. The second point lies in the 
Labor party’s own administrative record. 


Envy Is a Motive 


Together, these failures have caused a 
demoralizing sickness of the spirit that 
has brought the British closer to defeat 
than any foe has ever succeeded in doing. 


The more Britons have fallen short of 
their own standards, the greater has be- 
come their urge to seek moral comfort in 
protestations of. their own duperiority. And 
the English, being human; are not without 
envy—envy of the one nation that has 
taken Great Britains traditional place. 


Nothing illustrates better the nature of 
the British crisis than the contrast between 
England's opportunities in 1945 and the 
use the Labor party has made of them. 
More than any other country in Europe, 


Britain had the tools with which to master 
its own recovery.“ Despite generous Ameri- 
can aid, it failed to do so. 


Of the two reasons responsible, the first 
one—the deliberate sabotage ef European 


recovery by Russia—is not Britain's fault. 
The other reason—Britain’s failure to work 
hard and live within its means—is the re- 


‘sponsibility of the Labor Government, 


Too Hasty Social Reform 


The urgent task was to gear up produc- 
tion, to keep down consumption, and to ex- 
port as much as possible. To the trade 
unions—the real power behind the Socialist 
Government—this sounded like so much 
capitalist heresy. They wanted the five- 
day week, shorter working hours, nationali- 
zation, sweeping social security schemes 
and a drastic diversion of income from the 
middle to the laboring class. The Govern- 
ment, faced with the choice between a 
vigorous, but austere, national effort and 
a temporary illusion of prosperity built on 
dogmatic Socialism, chose the more popu- 
lar way. 

Fortunately, there are signs of an 
awakening. Sir Stafford Cripps, apostle of 
austerity and a man of moral integrity, has 
replaced Hugh Dalton. The realization that 
Congress attaches importance to the szelf- 


. aid aspect of the Marshail plan has become 


responsible for a tightening up of rationing 
and some diversion of industrial production 
to the export markets. 


Production is going up in a number of 


important industries, though progress is" 


slow and painfull. 


But a thorough clearing out of existing 
resentments can come only With the resto- 
ration of England’s economic and spiritual 
health. The question is whether America 


‘should do anything to help, and if so, 


what? Having seen how little has been 
accomplished by the loan of 1945, is it rea- 
sonable to send further aid to Britain un- 
der the Marshall plan? 


Strings on American Aid 


So much is certain: Without further aid, 
a first-rate crisis six months hence must 
be expected, Although this is a prospect 
which the British Government has brought 
upon itself, it is a danger that has to be 
overcome unless we are willing to accept 
the collapse of this greatest remaining 
bulwark of the Western world. 


At the same time, it is still too early to 
say that the Government has fully learned 
its lesson from past failures. If the So- 
cialists feel that, whatever mess they make 
of their own affairs, America will step in 
with more dollars, then clearly they will 
not make the effort to solve their diffi- 
culties themselves. 

There is only one way to deal with that 
danger intelligently. The self-aid provi- 
sions of the European Recovery Plan must 
be given all the attention they deserve, And 
no measure could contribute more to 
Britain’s recovery than if American aid 
should be linked to some such yardstick 
as British coal production and the level of 
British coal exports,

In the Bill of Rights, the first 
ten amendments to the Constitu- 
tion, protection of those “un- 
alienable rights” asserted so elo- 
quently in the Declaration of In- 
dependence, was written into the 
fundamental law of the land.

As a review of the 
dest pictorial journalism of the 
year 1947 it fails to justify its 
presumptuous title. One won- 
ders, for example, at the omis- 
gion of the recently-announced 
Pilitzer Prize winning picture 
‘showing a Boston youth holding 
pollce at bay by threatening to 
shoot his companion. Too many 
of the pictures are routine and 
seem to be pets“ of the pho- 
tographers themselves who are 
seldom the best judges of their 
work. 


Some of the pictures do re- 
main in the memory and indi- 
cate graphically the alertness 
that is a basic characteristie of 
competent news photographers. 
One of the prize-winning photos 
shows a woman calmly carrying 
a dog from a burning building. 
Another winner shows a naked 
and frightened child at the mo- 
ment when found by blood- 
hounds after being lost in the 
woods. A picture of a wet hen 
adrift on a piece of wood is an 
excellent flood picture. 


A memorable photo by Cald- 
well of the Post-Dispatch, taken 
at the Centralia 
shows how the horror of mass 
tragedy can be conveyed to the 
reader by the expression on one 
person’s face. The sports pic- 
tures reflect an increasing use of 
the electronic speed flash with 
first prize in that class awarded 
for an unusual fight picture. 
Among the 40 feature pictures 
is a hilarious wedding photo 
showing the bride bestowing a 
broad wink as she walks up the 
aisle with the groom. Many of 
the 100 photographs do capture 
the humor and pathos, the sor- 
didness and beauty that is the 
daily fare of the news photog- 
rapher. Occasionally, when the 
photographer is inspired or just 
plain lucky, great“ pictures 
happen.

Mr. Wilder evidently has done 
some hard reading on early Flor- 
ida history.

And so Mr. Wilder, though he 
is clearly not an important nov- 
elist, entertains and informs and 
awakens our conscience.

Tommy Yarosz, Pittsburgh Pole

No military work is planned at 
Brookhaven. The declared pur- 
poses are “not only to increase 
man’s power to conquer disease, 
and to produce the material ne- 
cessities of life, but to light the 
dark corners of the human mind 
wherein dwell fear and the threat 
of war.” 

The Brookhaven work is in five 
chemistry, 
biology, medicine and engineering. 
The first three already are under 
way. Plans for medicine include 
a small research hospital for the 
medical problems of atomic ener- 
gy, partly for the routine medical 
needs of the laboratory personnel 
and partly for research in medical 
aspects of atomic energy. 

Brookhaven's efforts in this 
field will be in close co-operation 
with nearby medical research cen- 
ters. Atomic energy—like fire or 


heat—always is dangerous, even 


in peacetime uses, and Brook- 
haven will help medical reseach 
people to find out how to use it. 

If discoveries useful for na- 
tional safety are made at Brook- 
haven, they will be kept secret.

FRANKFURT, GERMANY, 
June 5—(AP)—Flights of Ameri- 
can B-29 Superfortresses between 
Germany and the Arab world are 
an almost daily occurrence. 

Many a person has asked: What 
does this mean? Does the United 
States expect to get involved in 
warfare in the Middle East? Is it 
a plan to familiarize United States 
airmen with that area? 

Airforce officials say “no.” They 
say the object is nothing more 
than what the air force says it 
is: “Navigational flight training.” 
The Germany-African-Middle East 
route is favored because it offers 
some of the best “all-terrain, all- 
weather” practice in the world. 

Airmen explain it this way: 

A modern air force, to justify 
itself, must be able to operate any- 
where over the globe. The crews 
must become proficient in long 
hops, under varied conditions. 
Bases to accommodate aircraft as 
large as the B-29s are few and 
available practice routes conse- 
quently are limited, 

In this situation, the 3,600-mile 
run from Furstenfeldbruck, Ger- 
many, to Dhahran, Saudi Arabia, 
is virtually ideal.

Sociologists Predict a Real 


‘Lost Generation’ Un- 


less the Problem Is 


Solved, 


BERLIN, June 5 (AP)—More 
than 30,000 children are “on the 
bum” in western Germany, headed 
for a life of vagrancy and gang- 
sterism unless they are rounded 


up and corrected. 

Most of these wandering juve- 
niles, designated officially as 
“homeless youth,” are subsisting 
on prostitution and the black mar- 
ket. Hundreds of them sleep in 
big city railroad stations and old 
air raid shelters. Some are flee- 
ing from postwar frustration and 
fear. Others have had a taste of 
an easy footloose life and found 
it good. Still others, some under 
six years of age, are tramping in 
search of a lost father or mother 
—or just following an older boy 
or girl who thinks he or she 


knows the road to greener pas- 


tures. 


Unless the problem is solved | 
soon, German sociologists and Mil- | 
itary Government officials believe | 


it will develop into an even more 

dangerous problem in the future— 

one of a truly lost generation.“ 
H. R. Kleinke, American Mili- 


tary Government publie welfare 


official, says the problem is most 
serious in the American occupa- 
tion zone. The American zone 
alone, he says, has “by very con- 
servative estimate” 25,000 to 30,000 
homeless youth. 

The chief reason for this, 
Kleinke says, is that the United 
States zone is “invaded” by hordes 
of youngsters from the Russian 
zone, many claiming that they are 
in flight from compulsory labor 
or the threat of deportation to 
Russia. An official survey made 
for the Military Government re- 
ported that approximately 80 per 
cent of the vagrant juveniles in 


the American zone came from the 


Russian occupation area.

E had an interesting morning not long ago when Tom, 

W our teachin’ brother, came for a visit with Dr. Viktor 

Hamburger and his wife and their daughter, Carola. The 

doctor is head of the biology department at Washington Uni- 

f g versity, where Tom also 

_ teaches. Mrs, Hamburger is 

an accomplished botanist. 

And young Carola, with 

some misgivings, had tdken 

the morning off from Camp 

Sebago, but I think that in 

the end she was glad she 

came. We armed ourselves 

with binoculars and pocket 

guides to the flowers and 

birds, and started out 

through the woodland along 

the bluff. Only, on: this trip 

the lizards, butterflies, 

crickets, grubs under fallen 

logs, toads and frogs were 

of just as much interest to 

our visitors as the other 

fauna and flor. Often the 

Hamburgers would identify 

a plant or flower strange to 

me by its similarity to its 

Buropean counterpart; then we'd locate it in the field guide 

and find that they were right. One thing that they commented 

upon was of particular interest to me; and this is the richness 

of the plant life—trees, flowers and shrubs—here in our Mid- 

die West as compared with that of Europe as a whole. The 

reason which they gave for this had to do with a tremendous 

simplification caused by a glacial epoch during which many 

species were unable to survive, If this is the case, then the 

number of flower and animal species inhabiting Durope should 

again be on the increase. But I have wondered since whether 

,the intensive cultivation’ of that continent by man, extending 

éven to the careful culling of less useful trees from the for- 

ests, might not be in large measure responsible for this sim- 
plification of the community of living things.

Man, in his continyous pursuit of the “econom- 
ically important” species, his persecution of the seem- 
ingly harmful ones, and his almost total neglect of 
those on which he cannot place either a negative or 
positive commercial value, is the world’s greatest land- 
scape changer. Nor are the changes, in the end, always 
completely to his benefit.

@ BUT I HAVE WANDERED FROM the subject which I

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started out to pursue. This had to do with the importance of 
our great variety of trees in our summer landscape. When 
you live on the land, you gradually come to know the trees 
as individuals and it is then that they are most interesting. 
We considered, this spring, logging off some of our mature 
trees for lumber to be used in barns and other outbuildings. 
But the timber here at Possum Trot has been badly treated 
for a hundred years or more and there are only a few of these 
old monarchs of the forest left. 

Nor has there been much reproduction of the hardwood 
species, because the woodlots have always been pastured hard 
by livestock. We could strip off the ones which are left and 
then the natural succession would be for the red cedar to take 
over for a period of perhaps 40 years. 

x * 

@ IT WAS WHEN WE WALKED carefully through the tim- 
ber, trying to decide which trees we would take and which 
should be left, that we finally decided to leave them all. True, 
some of them are starting to deteriorate and perhaps will die 
within their normal time. But that may not be for 30 or 40 
years. Meanwhile, it seemed we had a reason for wanting to 
save practically every tree which might have made a saw-log, 
such as the tall black oak which runs up 40 feet to the first 
limb, but is a favorite of the squirrels which use it for a den 
tree. And the two great burr oaks, real giants, which would 
saw out a lot of dimension lumber. 

5 But there are only a half dozen burr oaks on the farm; 
and these two in particular stand near our favorite picnic 
ground on Saline creek. One big white oak harbors the nest 
of the pileated woodpecker; another towering shell-bark hick- 
Gry has nuts, with shells almost paper thin, which we our- 
Selves enjoy, to say nothing of the squirrels. And from the 
number we find cached in the bark in late autumn, I believe 
that even the woodpeckers and titmice can crack these shells. 
By sacrificing them all, we might cut $1200 or $1500 worth of 
timber. So we ended by deciding that our few forest mon- 
archs will continue to delight our eyes at all seasons and pass 
an honorable old age, like faithful work horses turned out to 
pasture, until nature finally reclaims them. .

Some trees, it is true, can be cut and used. Among 
these are the cedars which dot the big pasture over on 
the old Sutton place. These “open-field” cedars branch 
out too much to make the best fence posts and also 
sap nourishment from ground that might be put to 
better use. Scrub oaks can be eliminated from a stand 
of better species with real benefit to the forest and a 
big gain in the rate of growth. These are not weed 
trees in the natural sense that they belong there in 
their present numbers; most likely they have gained a 
foothold because that section of forest has been over- 
cut, over-grazed and over-burned. The same is true of 
the second-growth of elms in our woodlots, which can 
be taken -out to advantage. But where some fine old 
elm stands in the middle of a pasture, reaching its 
branches out to provide shade for a whole herd of 
» cattle, we'll leave it there.

@ ONE OF THE MOST BEAUTIFUL trees on the farm, not 
because of its size or species, but because of its location, is a 
sugar maple. This also is on the Sutton place, which is our 
120 acres closest to the mountain. Here an old stock lane ran 
down between a series of small fields—and had finally become 
a huge gully, the worst on the whole farm. It represented 
a real problem in water and field management, for it was 12 
to 15 feet deep and in places twice that wide, right down the 
middle of an area which we wanted to make into one big field. 
By good luck, we had Isaiah Wright in the neighborhood 
with his bulldozer, doing some work on the creek to help 
keep our county road passable. So we had Isaiah come in with 
his machine and grade that ditch level. Into it went brush, 
‘old fences and trees of good size; and now we're terracing 
across it to prevent further washing.

@ RIGHT AT THE HEAD OF THE DITCH stands this small 
' @ugar maple. Growing in the open field, its branches have e. 
tended out almost parallel to the ground, with just enough 
room beneath them to stand. Above those horizontal branches, 
the crown of the tree makes an almost perfect bowl of foliage 
so dense that the sun cannot penetrate it. 

This is a young tree—perhaps 30 years old. I'd say it has 
a life expectancy of another century. We're going to farm 
the field in which it stands, but th:t tree will stay there. III 
eat lunch in its shade when we're working there—and look 
out across the whole expanse of our valley.

How and Why a Successful Govern-

WASHINGTON, June 5. 
unn the third week of last 
month, a Washington gossip 
column, usually devoted to a 
breathless recital of who was di- 
vorcing whom, carried two sen- 
tences reporting that the daugh- 
ter of a special assistant to the 
Secretary of Commerce was em- 
ployed here as a teletypist in the 
office of ‘Tass, the Soviet news 
agency. 

The 20 words in this report 
made a national issue of a per- 
sonal tragedy. They made public 
property of the painful break over 
politics between John C. Virden, 
a successful Cleveland (O.) indus- 
trialist, and his 22-year-old post- 
debutante daughter, Euphemia 
(Mickey) Virden, to the excruciat- 
ing distress of both of them.

ICKEY’S father is entirely

After the 
war, having built up a successful 
business, he went through great 
difficulties with it during the de- 
pression, He brought it out of 
that, and, when World War II 
began, he became Regional Direc- 
tor of the War Production Board 
in Cleveland. Later he was ‘Central 
Field ‘Commissioner in Cairo, 
Egypt, for the Army-Navy Liqui- 
dation Committee. 

The tragedy of the Virdens— 
father and daughter—is the trag- 
edy of an era. In a period of al- 
most psychopathic mutual fear and 
distrust between the world’s two 
greatest nations, a gently and con- 
ventionally-reared child has found 
an outlet for her emotional im- 
pulse to improve the world by be- 
coming her father’s enemy and to 
some minds, her country’s enemy. 

The greatest tragedy of all is

HE Land We Live In,“ a 
weekly radio drama about 
Louis people 

things, which many of you have 

been listening to, off and on, for 

the past 11 years, has several 
unique qualities. 

It is one of the few radio pro- 


: by

students as required listening. In 
an age when some educators are 
inclined to shy away from radio 
as being, if not an actual weed in 
the garden of culture, at best a 
waste of time, this amounts to 
virtually an accolade. 

Many of the scripts, because of 
their historical value, are pre- 
served for posterity in the archives 
of the Missouri Historical Society, 
and many an unsung hero, who 
might otherwise have become a 
forgotten figure of St. Louis his- 
tory, has received his rightful 
recognition and a degree of fame. 

It might also be added that it 
is now the only dramatic show 
being produced in St. Louis, and 
that it has the, biggest listening 
audience here of any program on 
the air at 5:30 p.m., Sundays; and 
among its competitors are a cou- 
ple of well known network pro- 


grams. 

Further, it is the only show of 
its kind being produced in the 
United States today (although sev- 
eral other cities have tried to copy 
the idea without notable success) 
and three times running it has 
won for its sponsor, Union Elec- 
tric, the national award for the 
Best radio show sponsored by a 
public utility. Finally, it shows 
evidence of becoming, like the 
Muny Opera, a St. Louis institu- 
tion. 


On the occasion of the show’s 
222nd appearance on the air, which 
took place last Sunday, we 
Placed ourself in the hands of 
Kensinger Jones current and most 
durable of the show’s authors, who 
guided us through the intricacies 
of putting on this weekly half- 
hour drama. 

The show is, of course, a three- 
way job, involving Radio Station 
KSD, which airs the show; Gard- 
ner Advertising Company, which 
produces it, and Union Electric, 
which sponsors it. While they are 
three separate agencies, their ef- 
forts are so completely merged it 
is difficult at first to tell whether 
an actor, writer or producer is 
employed by the radio station, the 
advertising agency or the sponsor. 
And go closely are they united in 
their efforts to make a good show, 
that it doesn’t seem to matter. 


“The Land” as they refer to it, 
fis written by 27-year-old Jones, 
who had never written a radio 
script in his life until he wrote 
his first Land program some two 
years ago. Jones is the fourth 
regular author of the show, but 
his record of scripts has far ex- 
ceeded those of his predecessors. 
There are also half a dozen free 
lance writers in St. Louis who 
write scripts from time to time, 
but it is Jones who has the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that a story 
is forthcoming.

HE show was launched back in 
1 1937, and for the next seven 
years its career was a little 
spotty. It was always discontinued 
during the summer Months, and 
sometimes for the winter months 
as well, for a variety of reasons, 
mostly script trouble. During those 
years, 90 programs were 1 
, he 
has written more than 100 of the 
132 programs which have been 
produced on what is called the 
current series. And so well is the 
program doing now, with its Hoop- 
er rating going up regularly, it 
will, for the first time, be con- 
tinued through the summer months 
this year.

There are few rules of writing 
to follow outside of the-fact that 
the central figure, or the central 
idea, must originate in St. Louis 
or St. Louis territory (which takes 
in roughly the state of Missouri) 
and there must be nothing in the 
script to offend anybody. A cer- 
tain amount of dramatic license is 
allowable, but so far there have 
been no complaints from friends 
or descendants of the show’s he- 
Toes.

HETHER he likes it or not, 
W Jones has become something 
of an authority on early St.

Sometimes the show departs 
from personalities and engages in

Turn cabbage into saucepan, 


add boiling water and salt. Place 
over heat, press cabbage down 
with fork for a minute or so at 
beginning of cooking until cab- 
bage wilts. Boil briskly uncov- 
ered until tender, Six to eight min- 
utes is sufficient for tender cab- 
bage. While cabbage cooks, make 
sauce as follows: Melt butter in 
saucepan, add flour and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, stir to blend, 
then add caraway or tarragon and 
sour cream.

ASHINGTON, June 5 — An- 
other of the last great figures of 
the two world wars has disap- 
peared from the stage of public 
affairs, at least temporarily. 

He is Jan Christiaan Smuts, who 
began his career by “liberating” 
government funds from banks to 
finance a revolt and who later 
became one of the most dis- 
tinguished statesmen of the British 


Empire whose funds he had taken. 


Smuts, 78 years old, resigned 
yesterday as Prime Minister of 
the Union of South Africa, after 
the loss of his seat and his party’s 
majority in Parliament in Tues- 
day’s elections. 

If he attempts no comeback, it 
will mean a shift in the balance 
of power away from those who be- 
lieve that South Africa’s future 
lies within the British Common- 
wealth and toward those who are 
so anti-British that many of them 
flirted with the Nazis during the 
War. 
Likes Frugal Life on Farm. 

Smuts, who has been called “the 
elder statesman of the world,” is 
a slender, erect, soldierly man with 
silver-white hair and goatee and 
“eold steel” blue eyes. South 
Africans have nicknamed him 
“Slim Jannie.” 

Whenever his public duties have 
permitted, Smuts for more than 
40 years has lived a plain and 
even frugal but comfortable life 
on a farm 12 miles from Pretor 
His home there is a corrugated- 
iron, red-roofed farmhouse which 
was a British officers’ mess dur- 
ing the Boer War. Smuts sleeps 
on an iron bed on a porch. 

“Do you make money on the 
farm?” he was once asked, “Not 
much,” said Smuts. I make hap-

Smuts’s Raid on Banks. 
While he was leading guerrilla 


ia.

troops in the field during the 
Boer War, he carried a Greek 
Testament and Immanuel Kant’s 
“Critique of Pure Reason” in his 
saddliebags. — 

Smuts presumably had this in- 
tellectual and moral gear with him 
when he made his bank raids. 

The war was going badly for 
the Boers and the British were 
about to capture Pretoria. Smuts 
couldn’t prevent the capital from 
falling into British hands, but he 
could prevent the Government 
funds on deposit in the city’s 
banks from doing so—and he did; 
he took them himself, to finance 
the Boer cause. 

Britain’s victory in the war 
troubled the British conscience so 
badly, and cost Britain so many 
friends all over the world, that 
London set out shortly afterward 
to seek a reconciliation with the 
defeated: Boers, ; 

Smuts was ready to meet the 
British half way, and did much to 
bring the two peoples together and 
establish South Africa as a domin- 
ion within the Commonwealth. He 
councils of state and war there- 
after. 

Helped Create R. A. F. 

He led his reluctant people into 
World War I. manded the 
forces which drove the Germans 
out of their colonies in Southwest 
and East Africa and then entered 
Lloyd George's imperial war Cabi- 
net, where he helped create the 
Royal Air Force and organize 
anti-air raid defenses. 
Smuts was one of the first to pro- 
pose a League of Nations in a 
form much like that in which the 
le eue Was r created. 

Again in he led an again 
reluctant Union of South Africa 
into war on Britain’s side. He 
also again helped draft the con- 
stitution of a new world organ- 
ae United Nations Char- 

er. 

Smuts has tended, as have some 
other statesmen, to be liberal and 
idealistic in general world affairc 
and hard-boiled where his own 
country’s interests are concerned. 

He opposed the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles as being too harsh, and for 
a time refused to sign it. How- 
ever, he latched onto the German 
colonies in Southwest and East 
Africa and has held onto them 
with an ‘iron stip ever since. He 
has opposed setting them up as 
U.N. trusteeships and has de- 
manded that South Africa annex 
them outright. 

Smuts also has stood firm on 
white supremacy. As South Afri- 
can colonial secretary, he cent a 
young man, Mohandas K. Gandhi, 
to jail over the question of the

MIAMI BEACH PATROL 


The four 3 surf-swept 
beaches of Miami Beach and the 
Miami Beach Patrol are ready to 
provide enjoyment for thousands 
of vacationists this summer, as 
they did for some 750,000 bathers 
during the same season last year. 

Approximately 2,000,000 vacation- 
ists used Miami Beach's public 
beaches during the entire year, 
reported Acting Capt. Earl Pinder 
of the Patrol. 

Comfort and safety are the 
watchwords of the beach patrol, 
administered and paid for by the 
city government. A staff of 68 
men is required for the job of 
keeping the beaches spotless and 
protecting the lives of bathers.
